The Town debt has been reduced by the 
exchange of State reimbursement bonds for 
Town war bonds and notes payable to the 194 
amount of $19,000 — 
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Notwithstanding the vote passed at the last annual town 
meeting, authorizing the Selectmen ‘‘ to employ experts to ad- 
vise and assist the Treasurer,” and to raise and appropriate 
money to defray the expense of the same, no change has been 
made in the method of keeping the books. 

The manner of keeping the. books is established by the Rules 
adopted by the Town May 8, 1858. 

The 10th section of the By Laws thus adopted, requires that 
the books of the Town shall be kept “ by the double entry sys- 
tem, and separate accounts sae be opened with each object fér 
which appropriations are made.’ 

The books having been kept in strict conformity to the Rules, 
no change can, with propriety, be made, excepting by amend- 
ment of the section above referred to. 

The following is taken from the Auditor’s beitfibade for 1863 : 

The accounts have been kept strictly in accordance with the 
system of Book-keeping adopted by the town.
